National Memorial 


The National Memorial, located in Pathum Thani’s Lum Luk Ka district, 
was built to celebrate the 200th anniversary of the Rattanakosin era to 
commemorate significant battling events in the history as well as the 
brevity of ancient Thai heroes. The National Memorial is currently under 
the supervision of the Royal Thai Armed Forces Headquarters. 
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• Pathum Thani Cizty Hall (Old City Hall) 

The old Pathum Thani City Hall was built in an 8-rai area. Although there was 
no clear evidence on whenthe city hall was exactly built, it was presumably 
accomplished during the reign of King Vajiravudh(King Rama VI). The 
construction of the city hall was completed by the use of cement blocks and 
bricks considerably influenced by western civilizations withseveral European 
designs and decorations. With great pride of people in Pathum Thani 
province, the Fine Arts Department has honorably registered the old Pathum 
Thani City Hall as a historic site on February 18, 1996 (B.E. 2539). 


Wat Bot, located in Pathum Thani’s Sam Khok district, is considered as a 
historical temple built by Mon immigrants who migrated from Hongsawatoi 
Kingdom, as part of the passionate desire to wishfully commemorate their 
own hometown. In the temple, particularly on the top of the pillars, the 
decoration of Mon-style royal sabers and bronze four-headed elephants j 

can be seen. The unique decoration has been evolved for more than 150 j 

years. Wat Bot is not only considered as the pride of Pathum Thani as it I 

features a holy image of Luang Phor Lua, but the temple has also exhibited j 

the Thailand’s largest sacred statue of Somdej Toh (Toh Brahmaransi) :

• National Archives 
of Thailand 

The National Archives of Thailand 
is located in Klong 5 sub-district, 
Pathum Than! province. The 
attraction provides data and 
Information services about King 
Bhumibol Adulyadej while pre¬ 
serving significant documents 
related to His Majesty's royal 
history and duties as well as im¬ 
portant events taken place during 
his reign. The collection of data 
and information is developed 
according to the international 
archive standards. In addition, 
the place serves as an exhibKion 
center with advanced technology 
and modern Thai architecture. 
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• Supreme Artist Hall 

The Supreme Artist Hall was established 
in 1996 (B.E. 2539) to celebrate the 
50th anniversary of King Bhumibol 
Adulyadej’s Accession to the Throne. 
The hall exhibits His Majesty’s royal 
masterpieces as he is graciously con¬ 
sidered as the “Great Master” of art and 
culture. The Supreme Artist Hall also 
serves as a learning center to encourage 
people to sustainably have greater 
awareness towards cultural heritage.

• Pathum Than! City Pillar Shrine 

is designed with a tetrahedron formation that can obviously be seen on 
the top of the spire. The city pillar shire was made of Chaiyapruek wood 
elaborated in round design. The city pillar shrine’s base is also carved in 
lotus petal design and its top is decorated with fanciful crystal lotus 
blossoms. The internal part of the city pillar shrine is featured the metal 
casting of Phra Kan Chai Sri, Phra Sua Muang and Phra Song Muang. 
As the city pillar hall was built completely, its opening ceremony was 
held on August 23, 1978 (B.E. 2521). Currently, the city pillar shrine is 
located in front of Pathum Thani City Hall. Many people have visited 
the place to worship this sacred image of the city. 
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
